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RULES OF THE SODALITY OF THE BLESSED YIROMIAII. 

I. 

Since it is from tbe Most Blessed Virgin, Mother of 
God, principal patroness of this Sodality, we are to 
expect patronage and protection— as she is Mother of 
Mercy, loving those that love her, guardian and pro- 
tectress of those who piously and religiously seek her 
aid— it is of the highest importance that the members 
of the same Sodality should not only greatly venerate 
and in a very special manner honor her, but also seek 
by the blameless conduct of their lives, to imitate the 
example of her wonderful virtues, and to excite each 
other to love her. 

The accomplishment of all this will be greatly facili- 
tated by the observance of the rules of the Sodality. 

II. 

The end of the Sodality is to increase in virtue and 
Christian piety ; therefore to attain this end the fre- 
quentation of the Sacraments is of the greatest neces- 
sity. Those who belong to the Sodality should receive 
the sacraments of Penance and of Holy Eucharist at 
least once a month. 

III. 

The members of the Sodality should attend regular- 
ly each and every meeting of the Sodality and should 
never absent themselves without a good and suffi- 
cient reason. 

IV. 

GOOD WORKS RECOMMENDED. 

1. Every day • To begin the day by some special 
prayer to their heavenly Patroness as the Memorare. 
In the Prima Priraaria three Hail Marys are pre- 
scribed, morning and night. 

To be present, if possible, at the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass. 

.To give some time to meditation on heavenly 
things or spiritual reading. 

To recite, at least in part, the rosary or the office 
of tlie Blessed Virgin. 

To examine one’s conscience before retiring to rest 
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RULES. 



2. Once a month , at the very least, to approach the 
sacraments of Penance and the Eucharist. 

3. At the death of a Sodalist to accompany the body 
to the grave, and fervently command the soul to God. 

4. At all times to be energetic in furthering what- 
ever tends to the increase and well-being of the 
Church and of religion, to strive earnestly by exam- 
ple, as well as by words, to lead back to the way of 
salvation wanderers from the faith or from the path 
of Christian virtue, to practice diligently the works of 
mercy, especially towards Sodalist s in time of sick- 
ness : finally to strive to acquire not only those vir- 
tues which no Christian can be without, but to vie 
with each other in piety, purity, humility, modesty, 
diligence and industry in the discharge of the duties 
of one's state of life. 

V. 

FRATERNAL UNION AND CHARITY. 

Let them all love one another with true and sincere 
charity, and be careful to preserve peace and frater- 
nal concord, and, day after day, to advance in the 
practice of true and Christian virtue. They will be 
greatly assisted to the attainment of this end by fre- 
quenting the meetings of the Sodality, by not neglect- 
ing its pious exercises, by often seeking the society of 
those whose conversation may be useful, by avoiding 
bad companv, and all occasions that might in any 
way be injurious, as, for example, plays, quarrels, 
strifes, complaints, and other things of the kind that 
would injure the good name and reputation of the 
Sodality. Let them, on the contrary, try so to bear 
themselves on all occasions as to be thought worthy 
of being under the special protection of the Most 
Blessed Virgin. 

PUBLIC READING OF THE RULES OF THE SODALITY. 

That these laws and constitutions may the more 
easily be kept, let them be publicly read at the meet- 
ing of the Sodality once a month instead of the 
usual instruction.

Celebrant. — And for bow long a period will 
you observe your present promises? 

• Candidates . — We will observe them forever. 

Celebrant — Dearly beloved, this your desire 
is most acceptable to the Blessed Virgin, most 
beneficial to yourselves, and most important. 
By being devout servants and clients of the most 
holy Mother of<God, you may expect through 
her intercession to receive many heavenly 
favors. For this most holy Mother assists 
those who invoke her, shelters them by her 
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protection in the dangers, anxieties and miseries 
of this life, and in the hour of death never 
abandons those who are truly devout to her. 
That you also may experience this her protec- 
tion, endeavor that your conduct and your whole 
life may prove that you have been numbered 
amongst her children. And that you may 
more faithfully fulfill what you promise, make 
solemnly at the feet of your most holy Mother, 
in presence of the whole Sodality, your Act oi 
Consecration.
